Judging from external appearances this 
whole town of Robinson is Republican, for it 
was decorated profusely, every business 
house being covered with bunting, while the 
residences which didn’t sport the red, white, 
and biue could almost be counted on the 
fingers. The center piece was the Court-House 
square, where the speaking took place and 
about which the stores are clustered on all 
four sides. A stand was erected, with seats in 
front, under the trees to accommodate 2,000 
people or more, From the trees great stream- 
ers gayly fluttered, while the stand itself was 
under a huge canopy made of large flags, the 
largest of all hanging down in the rear and 
forming the background. 

The people began to arrive early in the 
morning, the majority in farm wagons loaded 
te their full.capacity. As early as 10 o'clock 
the streets were lined with these wagons, the 
horses ut hi and munching hay, while the 
farmers and families, well dressed and intelli- 
gent looking, gathered in groups, the men to 
talk over the political situation while the 
women visited. It was such a day as one 
sees at successful county fairs. At noon 
white linen cloths were spread on the ground 
and the visitors lunched on the favorite viand 
of this region, fried chicken. On one side of 
the court-house square gtood twenty high- 
boxed wagons.loaded. with watermelons, 
which were bought and devoured on 
the spot. Cutting them into generous 
sections, lengthwise, the pürchasers buried 
their faces in the heart of the luscious fruit 
and ate and ate, waiting for Cullom aud hoping 
he would come often. And there wasn’t an 
Evanston plugged melon in the whole outht 
and this a temperance town too. The vendors 
of peanuts, popcorn, lemonade, and toy 
balloons were out in force. It was indeed a

holiday. Every other man on the streets car- 
ried suspended from his coat lapel a wooden 
tag six inches long, three wide, and an eighth 
of an inch thick bearing a porttait of Benson 
Wood, the Congressional nominee. It was a 
cumbersome badge, but appropriate and borne 
with pride and satisfaction by the wearers. 
Hearty Reception to the Senator. 
When Mr. Cullom arrived at 1 o’clock he 
was taken to the residence of E. Callahan for 
lunch, while the crowds at the depot cheered 
lustily and two bands played. He was mani- 
festly pleased with his reception, as fully 
1,000 people had traversed the dusty haif 
mile to the station just to prove to him that 
he was welcome and Robinson appreciated 
the fact that it had been selected for the 
formal! opening of the Republican campaign, 
By noon the delegations from the northern 
end of the district. including Effingham, New- 
ton, and Paris, had come in and at 1 o'clock 
came several train loads from Lawrence, 
Jasper, Richland, Wabash, and Clark, every 
man anxious to make the formal opening of 
the campaign a success and show what 


could de done in this Democratic strong- 


hold. All the morning a brass band and a 
fife and drum corps paraded the streets liven- 
ing things toa remarkable degree. At the 
hour of Senator Cullom's arrival the streets 
were black with people all enthusiastic and 
ready to accord him a hearty welcome, 

The arrangements for the meeting were 
made by A. H. Janes, ex-member of the State 
Central committee, and he was well assisted 
by A. B. Houston, the Marshal of the day; 
C. P. Hitch of Paris, R. N. McAuley of Olney, 
Hayden Kuapp. President of the First Na- 
tional Band at Olney; Henry Lathrop of Neu- 
ton, a candidate for the Legislature; Judge 
Barnes, Chairman of the Congressional com- 
mittee; S. G. Goe of Lawrense, member of 
the County committee; and John Lynch Jr.

SENATOR CULLOM’S REPLY TO MACVEAGii 


It Is Received with Every Mark of Favor 
Text of the Speech, 

Ronixsox, III., Sept. 12.—[Special. ]—Sena- 
tor Cullom was introduced by Ethelbert Cal- 
lahan. His comments on the visiting Senator 
were applauded. He said: ‘* My fellow-citi- 
zens, this is the opening of the Republican 
campaign in Illinois. It is the first meeting 
held under the auspices of the State Central 
committee of the Republican party, and it is 
a rare pleasure to me to know that these 
great questions that interest us all, that reach 
into our homes and affect our daily lives or 
the current of prosperity or want 
of prosperity among the whole 
people, are to be discussed today by a man 
who is familiar with them; by a man who in 
the Senate of the United States has recently 
passed through the great conflict over these 
industrial questions; who has witnessed the 
great farce of tariff reform. I ha the 
pleasure of introducing to you Senator Shel- 
by M. Cullom of Illinois.“ [Cheers, ] 

The enthusiasm previously displayed by the 
crowd was as nothing when cginpared to that 
which greeted Ilfinois’ distinguished Senator 
when he stepped to the front. 

Great Cheers for the Speaker. 


He was cheered till he had to bow and bow 
again in acknowledgment. 

Senator Cullom spoke as follows: 

Mr. Chairman and Fellow-Citizens: I 
consider it a great privilege to be permitted 
to stand as your speaker in the presence of 
this great audience. I come to you today to 
deliver my first political address in the cam- 
paign of 1894, but I da not come claiming 
any special authority to speak for the great 
party of which I am proud to be a member 
that does not belong equally to every other 
Republican. I may be permitted to say, how- 
ever, that having been honored by several in- 
dorsements by the people of this State in the 
past and holding a commission tendered me 
in my last election without a dissenting Re- 
publican voice in the Legislative Assembly 
which elected me, I stand ready at all times 
to respond to the best of my ability to any 
call made upon me by the people of this great 
Commonwealth, or to give an account of my 
stewardship, orto speak for the great party 
which has honored me so highly. 

“*T come to you today to discuss frankly 
the questions now engaging the attention of 
the people of this nation, having no opinions 
to conceal and ao disposition to evade any 
issue. Ihave been in the public service too 
long to undertake to deceive the intelligent 
people of IIlinois by attempting to 
carry water on both shoulders, or by pretend- 
ing to favor both sides on any public ques- 
tion. me to you as a Republican, who be- 
lieves the principles and policies of the 
Republican party have enabled this nation to 
become the most prosperous and powerful 
on the globe, and that its —prosperity*can be 
promoted and assured only by a continuation 
of the wise and progressive policies under 
which our unexampled growth and progress 
during the last thirty years have been made 
possible, 

Achievements of the Party. 

The history and the achievements of the 
Republican party show it to have been the 
most potent political agency in modern 
times. Its record. covers a period of more 
than thirty years since 1860, a period glori- 
ous in every line of its. brilliant history, glo- 
rious in the sight of the nations of the earth, 
grand in its enthronement of human liberty 
and in its unfältering patriotism in war and 
in peace, the most eventful and, most mag- 
nificent period in history. Many of you have 
been participants in all the great events of 
the last thirty years and you know and ap- 
preciate what a wonderful heritage of -pride 
and satisfaction you possess. The election of 
Abraham Lincoln to the Presidency by the 
Republican party in 1860 marked the begin- 
ning of one of the most important epochs in 
political history for centuries, It resulted in 
a deliverance scarcely paralleled since tte 
passage of the children of Israel through the 
Red Sea. His election opened the way as by 
tne hand of the Supreme Ruler through which 
not only the black man but the white man as 
well came into the promised land of liberty. 
To you who are Republicgns belongs the 
happy’ retrospect that one of the most wonder 
ful events for almost 2,000 years was brought 
about by the inauguration of the principles 
which you profess. 

In one sense Abraham Lincoln was the 
incarnation of the principles which recognized 
the rights of common humanity, and the first 
great achievement of the Republican party 
imposed upon its members and upon the 
manhood and integrity of the American peo- 
ple an imperative and solemn obligation that 
the fundamental principles of Republicanism 
should be perpetuated and maintained in 
this Nation. To use the language of Lincoln 
himself when speaking on the dread field of 
Gettysburg, it is required of us.to see to it 
that a government of the people, for the peo- 
ple, and by the people shall not perish from 
the earth. 

„My friends, the wonderful achievements of 
the Republican party since its organization 
prove it to have been one of the greatest 
moral and civilizing agencies of the enlight- 
ened world. It has built up anew the waste 
places, it has put into law the once latent 
principle of human liberty, it has transformed 
slaves into free men and women, and has set 
up a government in which all men stand as 
equals and in which the voice of the people is 
supreme. How many of us stop to think to- 
day that only thirty-three years. ago there 
were four millions of people in our borders 
whose lives and blood and very souls almost 
were the property of men of another race? 
Hew many of us remember that thirty-three 
years ago an IIlinoisan could stand on the 
banks of the Mississippi or the Ohio and, 
looking across the river, could see the mon- 
ster of slavery and hear the cry for freedom? 

Don't tell me that I have not the rignt to 
speak of things which I have witnessed and 
which have passed into recollections, of 
offenses and wrongs which it required the 
great civilizing power of the Republican party 
toabolish. Don't teil me that I may not 
apotacosize that great agency of liberty and 
humanity, tha Republican party, and that I 
may not utter my word of praise for its 
patriotic founders. | 

[ilinois Dedicated to Liberty,

Its more recent 
triumphs have been signalized chiefly by a 
display of affection for sugar trusts and a dis- 
play of -hostility to American industry and 
labor. How long the peaple will tolerate De- 
mocracy, however slightly seasoned with 
mugwumpery, retnains to bé seen. 

„The Democratic party always has been a 
reactionary party, a party of opposition. For 
years it has had no fixed affirinative princi- 
ples, as a comparison of its National and 
State platforms will show, and it has none 
now upon which its members are agreed. Its 
platforms show that it has frequently shifted 
its position upon important public questions, 
and that policies which it at first vehemently 
opposed have often been indorsed after they 
had been put into operation successfully by 
the Republican party. 5 

It has sought to know what policy the Re- 
publican party favored and then has quickly 
espoused the opposite side if an opposite side 
could be found. If not. it opposed it anyhow. 
It has been consistently inconsistent in its 
political record and course. Far be it from 
me to charge dishonesty against the Demo- 
cratic party or any great body of men in this 
country; I simply state the facts shown by the 
record of the party. The American people 
advocate and vote for what they believe to, be 
right, but we do not all look at public ques- 
tions from the game standpoint and do not 
all agree in our conclustons. 

MacVeagh’s Questions Answered. 

* And this reminds me, fellow-citizens, that 
one of the Democratic leaders of this State is 
seeking information upon the issues of the 
day and has been asking me some questions. 
The Hon. Franklin MacVeagh of Chicago, the 
nominee of the Democratic party for United 
States Senator, has delivered several speeches 
recently in which he claimed to speak for the 
party to which he now belongs, and professes 
to be greatly disappointed because, as he 
says, no one is authorized to speak for the 
Republican party in this State. 

“This gentleman did not acquire the right 
or authority to speak for the Democratic 
party by reason of long service in its ranks, 
or by any active or prominent participation 
in its councils, nor is it at all certain that a 
gentleman who voted the Kepublican ticket 
until a few years ago, who never was heard of 
in Democratic conventions or in Democratic 
meetings, and who never was known even to 
have associated with Democrats until this 
summer, is sufficiently well acquainted with 
the character of his newly chosen party asso- 
ciates or the influences that control their ac- 
tions to have any positive knowledge as to 
what his party will or will not do regarding 
any given subject. The events of the last two 
years have shown that this is something that 
even the most distinguished leaders of that 
party, the men who have directed its affairs 
for many years and who have acquired an in- 
timate acquaintance with its controlling ele. 
ments and influences, have not known and do 
not know now. 

These leaders told us in the campaign of 
1892 what their party would do if it was voted 
into power and they have been Kept busy 
ever since they acquired power explaining 
that they did not mean what they said in 1892 
and apologizing for not keeping the numer- 
ous campaign promises with which the peo- 
ple were deceived.

Republicans Never Disturb Business, 

My answer to his first inquiry is that there 
is not the slightest danger that the Republic. 
an party will paralyze the business. interests 
of the country by its renewal of the agitation 
of the tariff which has paralyzed business 
completely during the last year and a half of 
Democratic tariff tinkering. 

“The Republican party never has been 
guilty of such a crime against the business- 
men and the wage-workers of this Nation, and 
it never will be. It never has robbed them of 
the fruite of their industry and caused them 
to waste at least a year of their lives, during 
which they have labored as they never labored 
before, during which they have practiced 
economies they never were compelled to prac- 
tice before, during which they have submitted 
to privations that never were necessary before, 
during which they have borne a far heavier 
and more oppressive burden of anxiety than 
they ever bore before, and at the end of which 
they were thankful if they were able to avoid 
being closed out by the Sheriff, There never 
was and there never will be such a year as the 
result of tariff agitation by the Republican 
party. 

„But this does not mean that the Repub- 
lican party will not revise the tariff if it is re- 
stored to power, as it certainly will be. It 
has revised and reduced the tariff at intervals 
of a few years when it has been in power and 
when it returns to power it undoubtedly will 
pursue the same policy and revise and reduce 
tariff duties whenever the constantly chang- 
ing conditions of commerce and competition 
and of the revenues of the government show 
it to be advisable or necessary. It has made 
these revisions in the past without disturbing 
or stopping the business of the country and 
what it has done it can do again. 


New Democratic Tariff Not a Finality. 


„But Mr. MacVeagh also wants to know if 
the Republican party will accept the new 
Democratic tariff as a finality, as a final set- 
tlement of the tariff question. 

„ do not know of any reason why it should. 
Mr. MacVeagh himself does not accept it asa 
finality. He dees not indorse it as a measure 
satisfactory to him or to his party, and only 
claims that it is the best the Democrats couid 
do and only indorses it in a general way as a 
beginning in the fight for tariff reform 
which leads to free trade. And Mr. Mac- 
Veagh assumes to speak for the Democratic 
party of Illinois. : 

„Mr. Cleveland does not accept as a finality 
this measure which he declared meant party 
perfidy and party dishonor,’ and to which he 
refused to attach his sacred signature.

DEMOORATIO (AMPAIGN COMMITTEE 
_ HANDLING VAST SUMS. - 
Never Before in the History of *the State 

Has a Campaign Committee Collected 
So Much Money—Believed the Fund 
Will Amount to $750,000 by Election 
Day- Members of the American Pro- 
tective Association Nominate an Inde- 
pendent Ticket—Other Political News. 
More money has been collected by the City 
Hall people to help the Democratic ticket this 
fall than was ever in the hands of a campaign 
committee in this State before. The result in

they are squeezing funds. It is estimated by 


those in a position to know that the total 


amount of money raised by the City Hall for 
election purposes since March 1 will amount 
to $750,000 onelection day. These figures 
are not based upon a guess, but are made by 
one who hasa knowledge of the inside.

WOMEN TO BE ALLOWED TO VOTE. 


Opinion from Attorney Boyle on the Uni- 
versity Trustee Question, 

Chicago women who want to vote for Trust- 
ees of the State University this fall can do-so 
without any hindrance, provided they take 
the trouble to register, the opinion of Attor- 
ney-General Moloney to the contrary not- 
withstanding. Lawrence P. Boyle, attorney 
for the Board of Election Commissioners, yes- 
terday gave an opinion on the subject, which 
the board will follow.

My opinion that women could not vote for 
Superintendent of Public Instruction and County 
Superintendents of Schools was based on the 
fact that these offices are created by the Constitu- 
tion of the State and the Constitution es 
who shall be a legal voter. Under it only men 
can vote. The office of Trustee of the State U ai- 
versity. however, was created by the Legislature 
aud the Legislature has a perfect. right 
to say who shall vote for candidates 
for it, and when it decided that women 
could vote for Trustees of the State University it 
was elearly within its powers. Mr. Moloney 
bases his opinion on the assumption that the 
State University is not a school. Now if it is 
not a school I would like to know whatitis, 1 
do not know how Mr. Moloney’s opinion may, be 
regarded in other counties, but in Cook the Elec- 
tion Commissioners will undoubtedly decide that 
the women ean vote for Trusteesof the State U ni- 
versity and provide facilities for them to register 
and vote accordingly. . 

Mr. Boyle's opinion was prepared in an- 
sewer to the request of Alice Asbury Abbott, 
representing the Republican women, and 
Sarah Hackett Stevenson, the WVemocratic, 
that the Board of Election Commissioners 
construe the law regarding their right to vote.

Inebriety Is Curable. 


No tolerance can overcome the liberty of drink- 
and the poisoning of alcohol. But inebriety 
iscurable. The crave yields to cure. The dis- 
ease is more readily curabie than any other ty bo 
of poisoning. The desire for alcoho! that rises 
above the will and sense and judgment, as the 
great mountain stands above the foothills of the 
rugged plain, is subdued and the disease gives 
way to health, and rational thought and self-con- 
trol resume their place in the conduct of the re- 
generated inebriate. 

But nature is slow in the manifestation of the 
phenomena of disease and its prevention. Im- 
munity is gained from disease by poisoning, but 
it is again, in great part, lost. The little incro- 
ment that is left is the property of heredity, and 
also represents the measure of the wasted ener- 
gies of life due ta poisoning. It represents the 
gain nature and humanity are making 
against disease, but it marks also, like the 
lamina of the forest tree, the years of the dura- 
tion of life. 

A great deal of talk has been indu on the 
—1— of relapse after the cure of inebriety. We 
all know that failure to cure and relapse of all 
and any diseases in varying percentages is a law 
of nature and of cure as well. 

My earliest statistics on the question of relapse 
after the cure of inebriety by my remedies show 
a ratio of 5 percent. I do not think there is an 
increase of this ratio, but, in fact. I think eac 
year shows that it is growing less. But 5 or even 
3 per cent of 200,000 patients is a large number, 
and these individuals are of greater interest to 
modern commentators of critical mood than are 
those cases who do not relapse. Iam greatly in- 
terested in this question and its causes. as I be- 
lieve that society at large and the conditions of 
life are entirely responsible for the individual 
relapses which occur. So far as I have investi- 
; gated, among cases I have had reports from and 
which have returned for treatment, the chief 
cause of relapse isiliness of some kind and an 
aicoholic medicine. 

The country and newspapers are flooded with 
patent medicines and their advertisements. It 
is a notorious fact that these patent bitters, al- 
teratives, nostrums, and remedies contain alco- 
hol in about the same per cent as a poor grade 
of whisky. The cured patient who is ill buys 
these “ bitters ’’ or drugs, and, unknown to him- 
self, — 2 resumes the use of alcohol. Two 
or three ttles reéstablish his crave for drink 
and he relapses into inebriety—his relapse very 
likely being charged up as a failure of my reme- 
dies tocure by unscrupulous medical writers, 
who do not want to know the facts. 


About Relapses. 


Another class of inebriates who relapse is 
made up of those who do so voluntarily. These 
men have vicious dispositions, perhaps, or they 
encounter difficulties or disappointments of so- 
cial or business nature, and voluntariiy and 
knowingly resort to drink. The inebriety is soon 
reéstablished and they continue as before. The 
cure for inebr.ety cannot prevent the poisonous 
effects of alcohol if a man will drink it, or if he 
unwittingly takes it as a remedy for some dis- 
ease. 

There is another class of relapses composed of 
people who are insane from some other cause 
than alcohol. Curing the crave in these men 
does not remove the cause of their insanity, 
though for atime perhaps their mental disease 
may not be violent. But in these cases many ex- 
perience a returning paroxysm or manifestation 
of their mental aberration, and they return to 
drink 8 because they are insane and irre- 
eponsible. The craving for drink is the chief 
symptom and tne insanity of inebriety. No other 
cause than alcohol can create this crave or this 
‘symptom. No other cause of mental or bodily 
disease, nor other disease of any character, can 
cause the craving for drink. Curing the crave 
for drink will not cure any other disease, except 
indirectly those diseases which are caused by al- 


cohol. 

All ethical philosophy points to the final moral 
perfection of humanity. The forces of heredity 
sustain the logic of philosophy. It is believed 
that selfishness will die like a disease, and the 
true divinity of altruism guide the moral con- 
duct of men. But this day and result are impos- 
sible until poison is eradicated as a factor of 
human life. There is no possible moral perfec- 
tion in the brain that is perverted by poison in 
structure and thought and conduct. The eman- 
cipation of huthanity from the slavery of crimes, 
debauchery, insanity, and disease hinges upon 
the banishment of poisons, and moral perfection 
will follow the resulting greatly increased dura- 
tion of human life.

ROLLING FOR THE OOUNTRY. 


Representative Babcock of Wisconsin, 
Chairman of the National Republican 
Congressional Committee, Discusses 
the Recent Elections and What They 
Portend=Gatherinvg Data as to State 
Militia — Reports from the Various 
States=General News from the Capital. 


Waenwarox, D. C., Sept. 12.—[Special. ]— 
Representative J. W. Babcock of Wisconsin, 
Chairman of the National Republican Con- 
gressional committee, is feeling pretty good 
over the result of the recent elections in 
Maine ard Vermont. In discussing the out- 
come today he said: 

“ There has never been any great crisis in 
American history that the intelligence and 
good sense of the American people have not 
been able to meet. Abraham Lincoln said: 
‘A political party may fool part of the people 
all of the time, and ail of the people part of 
the time, but no political party can fool all 
the people all the time.’ The Democratic 
party has fooled and deceived the people and 
brought them face to face with an in- 
dustrial and financial crisis more severe 
in its effects than any before known, 
and caused idleness and want to 
take the place of emplayment and 
plenty in a short period of time. Is it any 
wonder that the American peuple repudiate 
this party that has no fixed pdélicy-upon any 
subject except to reduce the pension appro- 
priations? They already see the handwriting 
_on the wall, but, unlike Belshazzar, they need 
no Daniel to interpret its meaning, which is 
so plain he who runs may read. The Demo- 
cratic party in Vermont and Maine is made 
up largely of what are called Jackson- 
ian Democrats, rock-ribbed and sturdy as the 
hills of their native States; they are Demo- 
crats from principle and this great change 
that has taken place comes from a conviction 
that their party has been false to its pledges. 
They realize to continue the Democratic 
party in power would be to maintain a con- 
stant menace to the great industries that have 
been built up and developed under thirty 
years’ protection. 

When asked what reports he hed received 
as toa revival of business Mr. Babcock re- 
plied : | 

I regret I cannotsee the signs of improve- 
ment that Chairmdn Faulkner of the Demo- 
cratic Congressional committee mentions in 
his interview of Sept. 4. I cannot learn of 
any improvement in iron, steel, or lumber, or 
in any line that indicates a general revival of 
industrial interests. The Pittsburg glass 
factories are about to commence operations, 
but at a wage reduction of 22 per cent. It is 
well known that it is the custom of the glass 
factories to cease operations during the months 
of July and August, and it is now their regu- 
lar runping season after the summer shut- 
down. In-some lines that manufacture staple 
goods for general consumption the stock has 
become exhausted after a long period of idle- 
ness and operations have been resumed on a 
limited scale to supply immediate demands, 
but with a reduction in the wage scale ol from 
"15 to 40 per cent. 

It was generally conceded the passage of 
a tariff bill would in some measure revive 
business interests; that there would be some 
fixed basis upon which calculations could be 
made and the uncertainties of pending legis- 
lation would be over. but instead of the Gor- 
mun bill being a settlement for a time, at 
leagt, of the tariff question, we are told by the 
Democratic leaders that this bill is one of 
party perfidy and dishonor, and shall not re- 
main on the statute books: that it is only a 
commencement, and that the war on protec- 
tion shall be kept up and prosecuted until a 
free trade basis is reached. -Democratic con- 
ventions all over the country have ratified and 
indorsed this statement of the Democratic 
leaders, and once more we are on a sea of un- 
certainty. Great business interests are unset- 
tled, and both capital and labor will be obliged 
to remain in idieness until this question is 
finally solved. In view of the unsettled feel- 
ing engendered by the promise of Mr. Cleve- 
land and the Democratic leaders that tariff 
agitation is to be continued and pressed vig- 
orously I can see no hope fora revival of 
business prosperity. There can be no settle- 
ment of this question so long as the Demo- 
cratic party retains control of both branches 
of Congress. The only way in which the busi- 
ness of the country can have an opportunity 
to rally from the blight and ruin brought 
upon it by the Democracy is by the election 
of a Republican majority to the House of 
Representatives. There is absolutely fio hope 
of even a moderate degree of prosperity for 
farmers, laborers, or manufacturers if the 
next Congress is controlled in both branches 
by a Democratic majority having for its fixed 
— an agitation looking toa free trade

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News of Sept. 7 gives some idea of the prog - 
ress of the Keeley movement in Colorado: 


The fourth annual convention of the Keeley 
Leagues will be held in Colorado Springs next 
— commencing Tuesday and continuing the 
remainder of the week. It is expected that there 
will be at least 3,000 delegates present from all 
parts of the United States, and among the dele- 

ates will be many prominent men. The Ladies’ 
Auxiliary will bold its annuai convention at the 
same time, and Colorado Springs wiil be running 
over with Keeley ites. 

Dr. Keeley himself will be present, and the 
convention is expected to be one of unusual in- 
terest, the adoption of a ritual and important 
changes in the constitution being contemplated. 
Monday the State convention will be held at Col- 
orado Springs to elect deiegates to the national 
convention. Tuesday evening Keeley wiil 
deiiver an address, and Thursday Dr. Keeley and 
his wife will be tendered a reception at the 
Antlers, followed by a grand ball at the Broad- 
moor Casino. Aspeciai train on the Rio Grande 
will take the leagues from Denver and all towns 
in the northern part of the State, leaving here 
Monday about 1 ppm. Among the prominent men 
expected to go from here are Gen. McCook and 
Chancellor McDowell, both warm advocates of 
the work. Few pie are familiar with the 
great work done for the cause of temperance by 
the Keeley leagues. In this State alone there are 
over 3,000 graduates from the institute, and 
neariy all of them belong to the league. The 
Keeley League is not connected with the insti- 
tute in any way beyopd being run by the gradu- 
ates of the cure. It was organized, in the first 
place, by graduates who got together in this way 
to help the cause of temperance and assist others 
back to a life of usefulness and rescue them from 
the horrors of drunkenness. Another object of 
the formation of the league was to provide a 
lounging place for the graduates of the institute, 
who are thus furnished with a piace to go and 
spend their idle time without being fore 
to saloons to find companionship. 

While the Keeley cure is not creating the stir 
in the world that it did a few years ago it is, 
nevertheless, constantly increasing in its work, 
and is no longer regarded as an experiment, but 
a settled fact.

The Dethocratic Party Responsible. 

Ik the Democratic party is not responsi- 
ble for the enormous losses and the wide- 
spread suffering caused by this change who is? 

“President Cleveland was inafgurated 
March 4, 1893, with a Democratic majority 
im both branches of Congress, and had power 
to call the Democratic Congress in session 
that very day if he had seen fit. When the 
Democrats set up the claim that the business 
disasters and depressions which followed his 
inauguration were the result of Republican 
legislation they must explain why this legis- 
lation was not repealed for a year and a half 
atter their party secured the power to repeal 
it. The Democratic party has had the power 
to repeal any of this legislation ever since 
March 4, 1893, and its failure to repeal it 
makes that party responsible for all the losses 
and suffering that have resulted during the last 
eighteen months if Republican legislation was 
in fact the cause of the troubie. 

“But in order to prove that these troubles 
resulted. from Republican legislation the 
Democrats must also explain, if they can, 
how it happened that} under this same legis- 
lation, the country reached the floodtide of 
prosperity while the Republicans were in 
power and were administering these laws, but 


‘went back so rapidly after the Democrats 


came into power, and while the same laws 
were in force, that the business retord of the 
year became ‘the worst in fifty years.’ 

These two points must be explained satis- 
factorily before the Democratic party can 
succeed in unloading any of the responsibility 
for the business depression of the last year 
and a half upon the Republican party. 

“When Mr. MacVeagh made the opening 
speech of his campaign at Chicago he under- 
took to unload all the responsibility for the 
unprecedented business depression of the last 
eighteen months upon the Republican party 
and its protective policy, and I call upon him 
to explain these two points. 

Alarm Seized Upon the People. 

“When it became apparent early in 1893 
that the Democratic party had secured con- 
trol of the government, alarm seized upon 
the people. Business-men hesitated and did 
not know what to count upon or what to do. 
The Democratic platform of 1892 was called 
up and discussed to find some clew to what 
the action of the purty would be. In the 
platform was found a declaration denouncing 
protection as afraud andarobbery of the 
great majority of the American people for 
the benefit of the few, and a deciaration that 
the government has no constitutional right 
or power to impose and collect tariff duties 
except for the purpose of revenue only. 

»The question everybody asked was, Would 
the party carry out its pledges? The Presi- 
dent had denounced the protective policy so 
vehementiy and the Democratic majority in 
Congress was so great that the people be- 
lieved the platform declarations would be 
crystallized into law. 

“The result was that business- men called a 
halt. Moneyed men took alarm. Money went 
into its hiding-places and iabor was thrown 
out of employment. And from that time to 
this the country has been in the most deplora- 
ble condition ever known iu its history since 
the days of the revolution. 

„All eyes were turned upon the President. 
An immediate proclamation was looked for 
calling Congress together to rid the country 
of what his party had declared to be an un- 
constitutional act. The business interests of 
the country prepared for a raid. They ex- 
pected the worst, and 
been a relief from the suspense. The Presi- 
dent, however, did not heed the criea of dis- 
tress that went up from all over the land and 
for many months no attempt was made to re- 
lieve the prevailing suspense, which was great- 
ly aggravated by his apparent indifference. 
Finally a proc'smation was issued convening 
Congress Aug. 7, 1893. But the purpose for 
which the special session was called was not 
to repeal at once the tariff act of 1890, whicb 
had been denounced as a robber tariff,’ but 
simply and only to repeal the purchase clauses 
of the so-called Sherman silver act. 

„Republican Senators and members of Con- 
gress did not believe these silver purchases 
to be the cause of the panic which came upon 
the country after the Democratic party came 
fully into power, but the Democrats insisted 
that this was the cause of the trouble and we 
voted for the repeal in order that the Democ- 
racy might have a fair trialin their biunder- 
ing efforts to properly conduct national af- 
fairs. 

The terrible tariff act of 1890 was not at- 
tacked until the regular session began, nine 
months after Mr. Clevelund’s second advent 
to power. 

„ During all this time the wheels of com- 
merce were almost at a standstill. During 
this whole period millions of men were idle. 
Wreck and ruin were seen on every hand, and 
* with large and men with small interests 
were alike holding off and anxiously waiting 
for the administration ard Congress to deter- 
mine and announce its policy. But during 
ali this period of terrible suffering and anxie- 
ty the representatives of the party in power 
did nothing except to give exhibitions of in- 
capacity and ot disagreements among them- 
selves. 

Then Came an Issue of Bonds. 

% At length the struggle over the tariff be- 

n. The administration complainea that 
the government needed more money and 
sought to obtain authority from Congress for 
an issue of bonds. This was not given, but 
$50,000,000 of bonds were iesued notwith- 
standing, under questionable authority, and 
in spite of the pero hg in which the 
Democratic party always has denounced 
bona issues as made solely in the interest of 
Wall street and the national banks. 

„Finally the House passed the Wilson bill, 
and in spite of these facts and of tne con- 
stantly decreasing revenues of the govern- 
ment it was so made up that it would 
have failed te raise sufficient revenue for the 
support of the government by from 850,000, 
000 to $75,000,000. But it was indorsed as 
a genuine tariff reform measure and was 
therefore satisfactory to the free traders, no 
matter what might become of the credit of 
the government. 

„When the Wilson bill reached the Senate 
it was in due time reported to that body by 
the Finance committee with a great many 
amendments, and the Chairman of that com- 
mittee in a prepared address informed us and 
the country that the Treasury should not 
again be without a surplus during the present 
administration. No one knows to a certainty 
what amount of revenue the new tariff act 
will produce, but my prediction is that the 
Secretary of the Treasury will sell another 
fifty millions of bonds before Congress meets 
again in December. 

‘+ After the tariff bill had been before the 
Senate for discussion for some time our 
Democratic friends complained that we 


publicans did not discuss the separate para- 


graphs of the bill and the amendments re- 
rted. They were answered that the bill be- 
ore the Senate was not the bill they intended 
to pass.

Democrats Demanding Protection. 

Finally. when all these demands had been 
met, when all these tariff reformers bad se- 
cured their share of protection for the Special! 
interests of their States, and had received a 
solemn pledge that the industries in which 
they were specially interested should not be 
destroyed by this great reform movement, 
the bill passed the Senate and eventually be- 
came a law. 

* Fellow-citizens, you never saw before such 
a pitiful spectucie, such a scramble of tariff 
reform Democrats, each trying to save the 
chief industries of his own locality by means 
of protective duties, and yet each denouncing 
protection and trying to pass what they called 
a tariff reform bill. What a commentary 
upon the political honesty of the Democratic 
party! No further proof is required to show 
the soundness of the protective policy of the 
Republican party. 

I need not detain you to recount the fur- 
ther history of the struggle, which continued 
until the House, finding that the Senate was 
ready to kill the bill it had passed if it came 
back to that body, took possession of the 
measure by force in violation of all the prece- 
dents of parliamentary procedure and swal- 
lowed the 642 Senate amendments at one 
gulp, sugar, peanuts. rice, currants, collars 
and cuffs, iron ore and coal, and barbed wire, 
and all. They did not enjoy this, dose, and 
many of thein have not yet suc ed in get- 
ting the bad taste out of their mouths, but 
some have recovered sufficiently to assert 
that, while it was not exactly what they want- 
ed and was not what anybody else wanted, it 
was a little better than tne McKinley law: 

It was during this struggle that President 
Cleveland wrote his famous letter to Wilson, 
insisting upon the passage of the House bill 
which fell by the wayside. In this letter, re- 
ferring to the Senate bill which he was afraid 
to veto and which he permitted to become a 
law, he asked: * How can we face the people 
after induiging in such outrageous discrimi- 
nations and violations of principle?’ I give 
it up. But, fellow citizens, if, the politicians 
of that party were possessed of the usual de- 
gree of modesty given to men they could not 
now face the people except to confess frankly 
that they do not know how to care for the 
vast interests of this great Nation of nearly 
seventy millious of people; and that they are 
ready to accept the back seat they are eure to 
be given in November next. 

Think of a great party claiming to have 
benetited the people because it has made wool 
free and has placed protective duties on sugar, 
iron ore, and coal, in tne face of the protest 
made by President Cleveland in his letter 
against placing the wool of the farmer on the 
free list while placing the protection of tariff 
taxation — the iron ore and coal of cor- 
porations and capitalists! 

The Deadly Foe of Labor. 


„The events of the last year and a half all 
gato confirm the belief that the Democratic 
party is not so constituted as to be able to con- 
duct the affairs of the Nation succeasfully, 
that it cannot be trusted to redeem the pledges 
it is always ready to make to the people, and 
that its tariff policy is a constant menace to 
the industries and the commercial prosperity 
of the country and the worst enemy of the 
wage-workers of the United States. Since 
that party came into power in March, 1893, 
every city, every town, and every locality has 
been furnished with striking object lessons 
upon the practical results of the Democratic 
tariff policy. Its deadly blight has falien 
upon every community, and in every instance 
its first victims and the worst sufferers from 
its destructive effects have been those who 
constitute the brawn and sinew of the Nation, 
the vast army who have been furnished em- 
ployment through the operation of the Re- 
pubiican protective policy, and whose indus- 
try, skill, energy, and muscle have given the 
United States front rank as a manutacturing 
nation. 

»The mere threat of free trade, or of the 
‘tariff reform which leads to free trade,“ as 
Mr. MacVeagh calls it, closed mills and fac- 
tories and mines all over the land and threw 
millions of honest toilers out of employ- 
ment. Many thousands of these have 
been compelled to exhaust the sav- 
ings accumulated during their years of 
prosperity under the Republican poiicy of 
protection, when employment was found 
without difficulty and wages were higher than 
in any other country on the face of the globe. 
Those who were fortunate enough to be kept 
at work or to eventually be given employ- 
ment again have been compeiled to accept re- 
ductions in wages and in the amount of work 
furnished: These are the only conditions 
under which the industries that have been 
deprived of protection by the new Democratic 
tariff can resume operations and meet suc- 
cessfully the competition of the foreign man- 
ufacturers for whuse benefit the Democratic 
party has made these reduciions. The comre- 
tition between our own manufacturers has 
been so keen that every possible economy in 
the vost of ma.ufacturing their products has 
been practiced, and in adjusting their opera- 
tions to the changed conditions imposed by 
the new tariff the only further reduc- 
tion that can be made is in the wages 
paid for labor. This is the only way 
in which they can compete success 
fully with products manufactured by cheaper 
foreign labor, the importation of which has 
been invited by removing or reducing the 
duties heretofore imposed by the Republican 
party for the purpose of keeping up the wages 
of American labor. 

„ Wageworkers have often rightfully op- 
posed reductions in their wages, and I hope 
they will continue to do so whenever reduc- 
tions are made without just cause. But in the 
adjustment of the operations of the industries 
of the Nation to the new tariff now in prog- 
ress the struggle of labor will be not to in- 
crease wages but to hold on to what they have 
enjoyed heretofore, to prevent reductions. I 
hope they may not be required as a rule to ac- 
cept lower wages, but in many industries they 
unfortunately will be. 

This country cannot afford to pauperize 
labor.. Humanity and good citizenship alike 
protest against it. Every element of justice 
demands that the man or woman who toils 
shall be rewarded‘as liberally as may be pos- 
sible that they shall be enabled to live in com- 
fort and that they shall thus be afforded op- 
portunities to make of themselves such citi- 
zens as this Nation requires to insure the per- 
manence of its institutions and to make it a 
Nation of intelligent, prosperous, and con- 
tented people, I protest against the Demo- 
cratic tariff policy because its tendency is to 
pauperize labor and thus to debase the stand- 
ard of citizenship of the republic, which can- 
not be elevated too highly. 

Carrency and Coinage. 


Having now considered briefly the tariff 
question, it is quite proper that f should also 
present my views regarding the future duty of 
the Republican party towards the important 
questigns of currency and coinage, which 
have assumed such significance in the United 
States. , 

This country is one of the great producers 
of the two important money metals, and is 
entitled therefore to almost the first consider- 
ation among the great nations of the world in 
determinmg the relationship of these metals 
to each other for coinage purposes, as well as 
the relationship which both, as money metals, 
shail bear to the business of this country and 
to the world. The people of the United 
States will never consent to become mere 
7 tors wheu the contest between commer- 
cial nations for the fixing of standards of 
value or conditions of coinage is being deter- 


' mined. Neither will the sense of justice of 


our citizens permit the degradation of either 
silver or gold to be brought about at the ex- 

nse of the other. either at home or abroad. 

have a strong belief that either by interna- 
tional E. iposnva or commercial influences, 
aided supplemented by legislation, the 
just determination of this great subject is to 
be reached at no distant day. 

I believe in the use of both silver and gold 
as money. I am in favor of an international 
conference and agreement for the opening of 
all the mints of the world for the “coinage of 
silver, at the ratio of 1544 or 16 to 1. I want 
an a ment among the leading nations by 
which our old silver dollar— the dollar of the 
daddies ’—will be recognized the world over 
as the equal of any other dollar as a circulat- 
ing medium. I favora policy which will en- 
able us to keep in our country our full share 
of the yellow metal, and in view of our great 
silver mines, a little more than our share of 
the white metal, but I want every doliar of 
whatever kind to be of equal value, in pur- 
chasing and debt paying power, with every 
other dollar.

„Mr. Lidderdale, an ex-Governor of the 
Bank of England, a man of great reputation in 
London asa financier, expresses it as his 
opinion that * the monetary function of silver 
must be restored if the commerce of the 
world is to be carried on under healthy con- 
ditions and upon a solid and permanent 
basis.’ 

Necessity of an Agreement. 

‘* Fellow-citizens, I give you these references 
to the views and opivions of the statesmen 
named, which are only samples of views of 
many statesmen in England, France, and 
Germany, and in other nations, going to show 
that the safe and wise policy is an internation- 
alagreement, and that the indications are 
that it is soon to come. 

“The time was when it was not material 
that the currency of the country should be 
satisfactory to other nations. Now it is im- 
portant that the nations should agree. This 
is an age of unions, and the world has become 
in a sense one gréat union. Then, fellow-citi- 
zens, let us have uur metal money of gold and 
silver agreed upon by the nations, and of the 
same value the world over. 

„Free trade and every approach to it is a 
hindrance to ,»imetallism. Every dollar’s 
worth of eaten goods consumed by the 
American people must be paid for in gold, 
thus drawing from us the gold we require in 
order to maintain bimetallism. Protection 
is the natural ally of bimetallism, and 
together they constitute a policy distinctly 
American. 

„ close my remarks on this subject by re- 
peating that I am in favor of a double stand- 
ard, and desire that the end sought for shall 
be accomplished through an international 
universal conference of the chosen represent- 
atives of the principal nations of the world. 

„% Fellow-citizens, allow mea word or two 
nowin regardto the financial condition of 
the country in 1892, when the Republican 
party went out of power. The wealth of the 
country increased from $16,159,616,068 in 
1860 to $62.610,000,000 in 1890. The 
capital invested in manufactures in 1890 had 
increased to $3,000,000,000. The wages 
earned by employés in manufacturi in 
1890 aggregated $1,221,170,454, and the 
value of the product was $4,860,286,837. 
Wages increased greatly in the aggregate be- 
tween 1880 and 1890, and in this period they 
made the vast increase of more than 41 per 
cent per capita. 0 

In 1892 the value of our exports amounted 
to $1,0380,000,000 and exceeded our imports 
by the sum of $200,000,000, showing that 
the Republican protective policy has con- 
tinually built up and enlarged our foreign 
commerce, instead of closing against us the 
markets of the world, as claimed by the free 
traders. 

In 1891 the amount of deposits in the 
savings banks of the country aggregaved the 
sum of $1,623,079,749, and nearly all of it 
belonged te the artisans, mechanics, and 
other laboring men of the country. 

At the close of President Harrison’s ad- 
ministration the interest bearing debt of the 
Nation amounted to $585,039,260. It had 
been reduced under the Republican policy 
from something over twenty-five hundred 
millions in 1865 to that sum. Cleveland 
came into office in 1893 with a Democratic 
Congress to support him, and on July 1. 
1894. the public debt had increased to 8635, 
041,890, an increase of more than 850.000. 
000. And if the Democratic policy continues 
as heretofore the interest-bearing debt of the 
Nation will be increased by the sum of from 
$150,000,000 to $200,000,000 before we 
get rid of Democracy in March, 1897. 


MacVeagh Mistaken About Wool. 


I notice that Mr. MacVeagh congratulates 
the farmers of this State upon the benefits 
they are to derive from the unrestricted com- 
petition of foreign wools. He made the un- 

ualified statement in his Springfield speech 
that the price of wool had advanced 2 cents 
a pound since the passage of the tariff bill, and 
he attributed this alleged advance to the re- 
moval of the tariff on wool. Mr. MacVeagh’s 
statement is not sustained by faets as they 
are reported by the leading commercial re- 
ports of this country. Dun & Co.’s Reriew 
for the week ending Saturday, Sept. 8, 1894, 
states that the sales of wool have failen and 
that the price of domestic fine wool weakened 
about 1 cent a pound at Boston, although 
Australian advanced 1 ½ cents, with stronger 
foreign markets. These facts are corrobo- 
rated by au editorial in the Commercial Bul- 
letin of Boston, Saturday, Sept. 8, 1894. 
This paper, which is an acknowiedged author- 
ity in the commercial world, said: * Wool 
has declined in the United States ever since 
the President permitted the bill to become a 
law. The drop on fine scoured territory has 
not been less than five cents a scoured pound, 
and one of the heaviest holders in Boston was 
quite content to accept a loss on his purchases 
n Montana in order to rid himself of the un- 
easy load.’ I find, however, in the London 
reports the statement that English wool has 
advanced again. That seems to de all the 
foundation there is for Mr. MacVeagh’s 
claim that wool has advanced as the result of 
the passage of the bill, and I suppose that is 
enough to satisfy him. 


MacVeagh’'s Political Anglomania. 


When Mr. MacVeagh begins to sound the

BENSON WOOD WINS THE PEOPLE. 


Republican Candidate for Congress Stirs 
Up the Voters. 

Rostiyson, III., Sept. 12.—[Special. |—Rain 
in the evening caused the meeting to be Held 
at the opera-house. At an early hour the 
building was filled and many stood outside 
the door in the hallway. The meeting was 
opened by music by the band and an im- 
provised quartet.

Ladies and Gentlemen: The questions at 
issue in this campaign are those that affect 
la bor, our markets, and our currency, and it 
is under these three heads that I will address 
you briefly tonight. Some ten or twelve years 
ago the great German statesman, Bismarck, 
said the United States had, since the war, not 
only kept its own surplus laboremployed, but 
had also given employment to the surplus la- 
bor of the world. Thatis a startli state- 
ment and the more startling use 
it is true. The events of this 
summer have shown how great 
and important is the labor problem and what 
is the magnitude of our labor interests. and 
by labor Ido not mean the labor of mine or 
factory or railroad, but of the labor of the 
farm ana home, in fact, the entire labor of 
the country. Compared with this labor the 
labor employed in each individual industry, 
no matter how great. is small and insignifi- 
cant. The labor of this country must be kept 
employed. We must face that question. 


Every country is bound to provide employ- 


ment for its own laboring classes. his 
country cannot long stand the strain: of 
having so many of its working men and 
women unemployed and eating the bread of 
charity as it has had the last eighteen 
months. There is something more; this 
labor must be kept employed at remunerative 
wages, such wages as will enable the laborers 
to have the comforts of life and not so low as 
to shut them out of all the luxuries. Some 
hours of pleasure ought to come with hours 
of toil and some of the lights of this life 
ought to come to the Work- 
ingman with its shadows. Nearly 
the whole of this labor. so immense in the 
aggregate, goes into the market, and the mar- 
ket must provide for its purchase and sale, 
and the country must provide for its consump- 


tion. 
. America the Market for Labor. 


“Tt is not the markets of the world where 
it is bought and sold—it is our own, the United 
States market. Nearly the whole product of 
this labor is consumed by our own people. 
These brick blocks in your beautiful village 
are nearly all labor. re is not much raw 
material in the —＋ that makes the 
brick. Ten or fifteen dollars will buy clay 
and sand enough to 1 up the business blocks 
on the whole side of the square. It doesn’t 
take high-priced, land to make brick; you 
don’t have to manure land for brick. Theraw 
material in the iron fronts and the nails don’t 
cost much. Iron ore is so plentiful in some 
parts of our country that it may be scooped 
up with a steam shovel, coal and limestone 
are not expensive, sand suitable for glass, 
and coal and nat gas don’t cost much, 
The lumber in the tree is not very val- 
uable. All the rest of brick 
blocks are labor and nothing but labor.

The farmer 
gets a judgment against the sheep-steaiers 
and they make good his loss in the firat case, 
but in the second case he is taxed to pay the 
Congressmen who have done him an equal 
wrong 85.000 per year each, he gets no 
judgment to make up his loss. only like 
treatment these two classes of mischief-mak- 
ers get at the hands of our government is 

a chaplain is hired te pray 
for both, prayers of the 
good man don’t seem to do any more good to 
the one class than to the other. I speak of 
these things not as intimating that a free. 
trader is as bad asa thief, but to illustrate 

false economic theories sometimes, when 
carried out in practice, so depress our mar- 
kets as to bring about the same practical re- 
sults as erime. It is better to take persons of 
that kind out of Congress at home, where 
their false theories and crude whims can do 
no harm. I also have used this illustration to 
impress upon you the idea that the protection 
of our markets by government is as import- 
ant to us as the protection of our property. 


Takes Up the Money Question. 


As the product of nearly all of our labor 
is bought and sold in our home market; as 
the old system of thirty or forty years ago of 
barter and exchange has passed away, it is 
quite important that the medium or measure 
of the value of these products and of our labor 
be both good and plentiful. The greater the 
scarcity of money the more the prices of 
labor and the products of labor are 
depressed. If one kind of money 
is ata premium over another the greater the 
danger of the laborer being the loser. There- 
fore the people of the United States are com- 
mitted to the unalterable determination that 
every dollar used in otr mgrket shall be 
the equivilant in debt-paying and 8 
power of every other dollar. The people wil 
never stand any other kind of money. 
hu ve had experience in this line and want 
neither the stumptail, the reddog, nor the 
wildcat, nor any metallic currency 
that will circulate at a discount. 
Subject to this the people want 
gold, silver, and Treasury notes , all 
equal, not necessarily in intrinsic value, but 
in purchasing and debt-paying power. Silver 
is a United States product. There is much 
United States labor employed in its mining 
and much capital employed im its mines. Lhe 
people want it protected. It ought to be. The 
protectionists want it to be. The people 
want a free use of silver in their 
coinage. They ought to haveit. They can 
have it. But it is not by free trade or 
tariff reform, It is not by bringing back the 
old State banks, the fad of Speaker 
Crisp and my distmguished competitor. It 
is ouly by protecting our markets. We al- 
ways use that currency that is current in the 
markets where we buy our goods, Our ol 
time merchants in wildcat times who 
bought goods in New York or Cincinnati 
paid for them in the money that wae current 
in those markets, not in IIlinois money, ex- 
cept at d discount. If we buy our goods in 
the markets of the world we will pay for 
them in money that is current in the markets 
of the world. That under English denomina- 
tion happens to be gold and gold * 
The tree trader is practically ’ 
deadly enemy of silver. 
a free trader, hence a monometallist on a 
basis. So are the mugwump free traders of 
the East. The wnoney of protection is gold, 
silver, @nd paper, each of equal debt paymg 
and purchasing power. The currency of free 
trade is gold and goid only.

8 MERELY HOPKINS’ CHOICE. 


Mr. MacVeagh, who js now wandering 
around Southern Illinois, says in an inter- 
view: 

Tue refusal of the Republican leaders to ad- 
mit the demands of the people and nominate a 
candidate for the United States Senatorship is a 
very unfavorable contrast with the action of the 
Democrats and shows the marked difference be- 
tween the two parties. In the Democratic party 
the people get their wey. in the Republican par- 
ty it is the leaders who get their way. 

The “ people of Illinois may be said to 
be divided into Republicans, Democrats, and 
Third Partyites. The Republicans did not 
want their State convention to nominate a 
Senatorial cdndidate. Therefore, obeying the 
will of that portion of the people, the conven- 
tion did not select a candidate, preferring to 
leave to the General Assembly, where it be- 
longs constitutionally, the choice of a Sena- 
tor. If the Republican people had wanted 


a candidate they would have instructed the 


convention to that effect and would have had 
one. 

It may be that the Demoeratie and Third 
Party people wanted tha Republicans to 
nominate a Senatorial candidate at their con- 
vention. But it is not customary for one or- 
garization to do that which itdoes not want 
to do at the request of another. The Repub- 
licans do not feel disgruntled because the 
Democrats did nominate a candidate. There 
is no reason why the Democrats should com- 
plain because the Republican people did 


not see fit to nominate one. 


It so happens, however, that Mr. Mac Veagh 
is not the nominee of the Democratic peo- 
ple. He is not the choice of the Democrats 
of that part of the State he is now visiting.

THE SENATORIAL CAMPAIGN OPENED. 

The Senatorial campaign in Illinois was 
fairly opened on the Republican side yester- 
day with à rousing meeting at Robinson held 
under the auspices of the Republican State 
Central committee. The speech of Senator 
Cullom is printed elsewhere in this issue. 
Unlike Mr. Mason’s witty and brilliant criti- 
cism of Mr. MacVeagh’s speeches, Senator 
Cullom goes into the merits of the case and 
answers some of the questions which the for- 
mer propounded to him at Springfield. After 
reciting the history and achievements of the 
Republican party the Senator answers three 
questions which Mr. MacVeagh had asked: 
(1) Whether the Republicans if réstored to 
power would ruin business by a renewed agi- 
tation of the tariff; (2) Whether they would 
accept as a finality the Democratic tariff bill 
just passed; and (3) Whether they would 
reénact the McKiniey bill. To these questions 
the Senator replied that there is not the 
slightest danger the Republicans’ will injure 
business by a reaewal of tariff agitation. 
They will revise the tariff when business con 
ditions make it necessary without stopping or 
injuring business“ He knows of no reason 
why Republicans should accept the present 
bill as a finalfty and thinks it will be time for 

F. MacVeagh to ask such a question when 
the Democrats can pass a bill which their 
President can sign or which will suit more 
than a thousand persons in the United 
States. Whether Republicans will reénact 
the McKinley bill he is not prepared to say in 
advance, but in all probability when 
they return to power they will enact 
a new law which will be adapted to the re- 
quirements of business. He himself will be 
in favor of reducing the duties on the fifty-one 
articles upon which the Democrats have in- 
creased the duties over the McKinley bill, and 
in his turn asks MacVeegh to explain the 
reasons why they were increased., The Sen- 
ator’s speech was largely devoted to the tar- 
iff and silver questions, upon which issues his 
views are well known. The speech will com- 
mend itself as a comprehensive discussion of 
these questions and perhaps may answer the 
purpose of calling out a more definite state- 
ment from MacVeagh as to his vie vs, especially 
upon the silver question. With the speeches 
of Mr. Mason and Senator Cullom the Sena- 
torial campaign in Illinois may noy be de- 
clared ‘as fairly begun, and the great out- 
pouring of people at Robinson shows that 
they are taking a practical interest in the dis- 
cussion of the issues at stake and that in 
November they will express that interest at 
the ballot-box in no uncertain manner. 


THE LOUISIANA REVOLT. 

The ruction of the sugar planters in Louis 
jana continues and is beginning to attract 
widespread attention. particularly in the 
South. For the benefit of all concerned, 
however, jt may be as well to inform the peo- 
ple down there that there is some doubt 
whether the Republican party, when it retakes 
possession of the government three years 
hence, will care to restore the bounty feature. 
That provision of the McKinley law, which 


| was repudiated by the Democrats, did not 


meet with the approval of many Republicans, 
who were inclined to regard it not only as un- 
wise, but as a stretch of the Constitution, yet 
the bounty was given as a sort of compénsa- 
tion for the free listing of sugar and for the 
taking away of the protective duty from the 
planters. These planters took the money and 
then turned around and voted against the Re- 
publicans in 1890, and again in 1892. They 
got the cash and the Republican party got the 
odium of the bounty. 

There is no doubt that this bounty was one 
of the causes which helped to defeat the Re- 
publicans, and the Louisiana revoltera con- 
tributed their share towards the defeat. Now 
they are growling because Democrats, whom 
they supported with a clear understanding of 
the platform and fully aware of their denuncia- 
tion of . bounties, have taken off the sugar 
bounty, and they are declarmg that they will 
vote for Republicans. The Democrats, how- 
ever, have not treated them as badly as the 
platform threatened. That document was 
adverse to bounties and to protective duties, 
but they have been given 40 per cent protec- 
tion, which is more than the average given to 
Northern interests. Perhaps they will find 
that they can get along with that. 

Now these recalcitrant planters are en- 
gaged in demanding not alone the 40 per 
cent of protection but the bounty upon this 
year’s crop aleo. which, it is clear from Sec-. 
retaty Carlisle's letter, they will net get. 
Their position in this matter illustrates their 
greediness, They have no higher idea than 
sugar and all they can got out of if. It may 
possibly b that 2 r in senaing 
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and if they should get it they will 
lapse back into the Democratie party again. 
It is not a permanent conversion. Even if the 


whole State of Louisiana should flop over to 


the Republicans it would be a high price if 
the Republicans had to take it and pay for it 
with the bounty these greedy sugar planters 
propose. Converts of this kind come alto- 
gether too high, especially when little faith 
can be put in the sincerity or perma- 
nency of the conversion. Mercenaries are 
never very attractive or useful, and Repub- 
licans for bounty are not the kind of werkers 
needed now, The patty wants Republicans 
for principle, and Republicans of this kind 
the Louisiana malcontents do not even pro- 
fess to be. Therefore it is as well to remind the 
planters that their offer to sell out for cash 
cannot be considered. If they fant to vote 
the Republican ticket from principle they will 
be warmly welcomed, Tun Trisuxg, how- 
ever, fears that they are out with their breth- 
ren for revenue only, They might as well 
stay Democrats. 


TOLERATED DIVES IN THE HEART OF 
THE CITY. 

The senior Democratic organ keeps on ex- 
posing the lawlessness and crime which exist 
by night in the business part of the city. It 
describes with unpleasant minuteness the dis- 
reputable ‘haunts which are to be found with- 
in a block of the headquarters of the Police 
Department, where the allurements of vile 
liguor and viler women lead men astray. 
There is no reason to doubt the accuracy of 
the statements of the Democratic organ. The 
condition of affairs in the heart of the city is 
indeed a most discreditable one. Not for 
many years, if ever, has there been as much 
open and unabashed wickedneys there as now. 

But there seems to bean unwillingness on 
the part of the Democratic paper to put the 
blame for these things where it belongs. Why 
find fault with police Lieutenants, Captains, 
or Inspectors, or with the Superintendent 
even, for the toleration granted the dives 
which are allowed to exist in the business dis- 
trict, dives whose frequenters make it dis- 
agreeable or dangerous to walk along the 
down-town -streets? When an evil is so open 
and flagrant that all men are aware of, it the 
blame for its unmolested continuance must 
not be laid on subordinates but on the chief. 
The Mayor is thesole head of the police force. 
He must be held responsible if notorious dis- 
reputable places are allowed to carry on busi- 
ness. If the police officers do nothing in such 
cases it must be taken for “granted that they 
understand they are desired not to do any- 
thing, 

Therefore the senior Democratic organ 
should call on Mayor Hopking to revoke the 
licenses of saloons which Violate the ordi- 
nances, to shut up the places where disrepu- 
table characters of both sexes congregrate, 
and to clean the streets of the hard cases that 
infest them now. He can do it if he chooses, 
Then why notask him to do it, instead of 
talking about the neglect of patrolmen? . 


If it were possible to get at the bottom facts 


it is probable that it would be discovered that 
much of this toleration of vice is due to the 
imperative demands of the Democratic cam- 
paign fund. That institution isin need of a 
great deal of money to defray the expenses of 
the present campaign. The custodians and 
nurses of that fund believe firmly that money 
has ho smell no matter what source it comes 
from. They have shown their readiness to 
take*money which has passed through the 
hands of the gambler. They have no scruples 
about receiving that which has passed through 
the hands of the dive-keeper. 

Men donot gét immunity for nothmg. The 
gamblers are not allowed to carry on their 
business without interference because of the 
natural love and affection of the municipal 
authorities. They have to pay for immunity. 
They have to give up to the Democratic party 
a percentage of the sums they bilk fools out 
of. It would be absurd to assume that the 
dives of the business district get immunity 
without paying for it. It appears that every 
form of vice in New York has been paying 
tribute to Tammany. It would be interesting 
to know to what extent Chicago vice has been 
paying tribute to the Democratic campaign 
fund.

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THE PLANKINTON BANK WRECK. 

Further legal examination into the affairs 
of the collapsed Plankinton bank at Milwau- 
kee reveals a record of reckless extravagance 
and mismanagement which has few parallels 
in the history of modern banking. It shows 
that five or six men had been allowed to dip 
their hands into the treasury ad libitum, their 
takings seeming to Have been limited only by 
the amounts within reach at the time they 
made their successive grabs. Principal among 
these was the President, Day, and the others 
were his friends. The process of milking 
the institution appears to have begun some 
five years before it was obliged to close be- 
cause milked dry. As early as the middle of 
1892 Day's account was hopelessly over- 
drawn, and alleged security given for it by the 
pledge of lands now said to be worthless. At 
the beginning of 1893 the bank had only 8 
per cent of reserve instead of the customary 
25 per cent. Affairs went from bad to worse 
during the next three months, by which time 
the forced loans exceeded a million dollars, 
and the panic was only an accompaniment, 
not the cause of the collapse which soon fol- 
lowed, The bank was rotten and the min- 
utes of their meetings show that at least some 
of the directors knew this weeks before the 
doors were closed to its creditors. 

This gross mismanagement, by which 
gamblers were accommodated with hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars at the expense 
of honest men, is all the more deplorable be- 
cause of the great confidence that was reposed 
in the bank. Mr. Plankinton Sr. had been 
one of the few of whom Milwaukee was es- 
pecially proud. He worked his way up from 
a humble position to à very prominent place 
in its business and financial circles, and to all 
who knew him his word was as ‘good as his 
bond, and that was as good as the gold every 
time. Naturally it was supposed that his 
methods prevailed in the management after 
his death, but this proved to bea huge mis- 
take. The event shows that Day, the man 
whom he left in the management, must have 
begun his peculiar methods’ soon after the 
death of John Flankinton. The estate left 
by hiim isa heavy loser by the defalcation, 
being a large stockholder. Those familiar 
with the state of affairs believe William 
Plankinton, the son, is biameless in the mat- 
ter, knowing nothing of the mischief till a 
few days before the failure, and since then 
being tied hand and foot, owing to the fact 
that his father’s estate was tied up for the 
benefit of the grandchiidren. _ 

There can be no doubt that the bank was 
wrecked with a criminal disregard of the 
rights of those whose money was squandered 
by gamblers and perhaps others who gener- 
ally are not so designated, but whose methods 
show them to belong to that class.. The wreck- 
age was such a fearful one that it would bea 
public calamity if punishment be not visited 
where it belongs, and that punishment so 
heavy as to constitute a warning to any who 
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to them in future. And what 
of the others who obtained vast sums through 
the courtesy of the President? Are they 
to be allowed to escape because rated as un- 
able to pay? Can not they be sent to jail for 
bank robbery? If not, justice gh dit be 
satisfied,

dollar in gold coin or gold certificates was re- 


ceived’ during the first ten days of this 


month in payment of customs dues at the 
Port of New York. That was the rule for sev- 
eral weeks previously, and practically no gold 
has been received for customs dues in the 
last four or five months, The fact is an indi- 
cation of the way in which the New York 
banks hold on to their stocks of the yellow 
metal and pay out silver certificates or Treas- 
ury notes for duties, But it does not make 
much difference provided always that the re- 
ceipts from customs and other sources are in 
excess of the current disbursements, so that 
the Treasury balance grows instead of de- 
creasing. The administration can obtain 
gold whenever needed if it have a surplus 
of funds, the process of exchange being an 
easy one. In one respect it isa more materi- 
al matter that gold shipments should be made 
to us from Europe, because so long as there 
is plenty of gold in the country, and the par- 
ity ig preserved, it can be got without trouble, 
And it now is deemed probable that gold will 
come this way freely during the next few 
months in exchange for our produce, while 
the drain by summer tourists is over.

Sprinerietp, III., Sept. 12.—[Special.|— 
W. K. Ackerman, City Controller of Chicago, 
talked to the State Board of Equalization this 
morning. He made an appeal for a substan- 
tiai increase in the Cook County assessment, 
and he said the City of Chicago, with $3,000,- 
000,000 of assessable property in sight, was 
unable to get revenue enough to support the 
city government. On the assessment of 
$245,000,000 the utmost limit that could 
be raised was $4,900,000, and, after de- 
ducting the cost of assessing and collecting, 
this would dwindle to $4,800,000. He made 
a comparison of the assessments in Chicago 
with those of New York and otner metropoli- 
tan cities, and then, in part, said:

Track in Harassed St. Louis. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Sept. 12.—[Special.]—

one-half mile race track in East St. Louis, 
and if the intentions of its promoters 
are carried out it will be open to the publie 
in about two weeks.
